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Guide to 
All-Year Lawn Management 


JAN. - FEB. Apply Tersan to control snow mold. 


MARCH Reseed thin areas on honey-combed soil. aie CWK to control 
chickweed, WEEDONE 2, 4, 5-T to destroy wild onion. Feed liberally 
using a good fertilizer. Grub-proofing with CHLORDANE should 
be done every three years. 


APRIL Roll lightly when soil is not too wet. Start regular cutting as soon 

as grass begins to grow. Aerify any spots in lawn which are hard 
and compacted with Aeri-Forke or Soilaire. Lawns to be completely 
renovated in spring should be aerated with power machine and spike- 
disced prior to seeding. 
Avoid building new lawns after April 15th. If necessary to proceed 
with new lawn after that date, consider use of temporary seed 
mixtures in areas where crab grass is known to be a problem. Timely 
sprinkling is required to insure quick germination of seed. 


MAY Make light supplement feeding with RAPID-GRO and a TRI-CON 
nozzle, or an application of MILORGANITE, the all-organic plant 
food, at rates not exceeding ten pounds per 1000 square feet. 


Liquid or dry formulations of Phenyl Mercury Acetate are most 
effective at this time when crab grass is in the seedling stage. 


JUNE Beware of chinch bugs in sunny areas around June 15th. Apply 
liquid or dry CHLORDANE or LINDANE for insurance against 
damage. 

JULY Crab grass weather. Avoid irrigation if possible. When necessary 


to water, do it thoroughly once a week. Start chemical crab grass 
treatments in late July with WEEDONE CRAB GRASS KILLER 
or MILCYANATE. Crab grass does not grow in shady places. 


Excess moisture and high humidity often cause severe turf damage. 
Applications of TERSAN will aid in preventing or controlling 
fungus disease. 


AUGUST If grub-proofing has not been done in past three years, apply 
CHLORDANE for grub control. Second brood of chinch bugs often 
appear in late August or September. Continue timely applications 
of WEEDONE CRAB GRASS KILLER or MILCYANATE. 


SEPT. Finest period of year to build a new lawn or renovate the old. Crab 
grass should be mostly under control by this time. Apply liberal 
fertilizer, aerify and spike disc, reseed. Water sufficiently to insure 
germination of seed. Avoid cutting new grass too short, top it off 
at about two inches. 


OCT.-NOV. Do not delay any necessary seeding beyond October 15th. Keep 
leaves off the lawn.

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Lawn Seed Situation 


The lowest estimates of the 1953 crop of Kentucky Bluegrass seed proved 
realistic indeed. The price of this major component of many lawn seed mixtures is 
at the highest level in history, actually several hundred percent above its average for 
the past ten years. While admittedly, a desirable lawn grass under ideal conditions 
and certainly one of the best for athletic fields, it is, in our considered opinion, presently 
priced far beyond its economic value as a lawn grass. We have always used Kentucky 
Bluegrass sparingly in our mixtures, knowing even nominal amounts would make its 
presence known under favorable conditions. Our reason for limiting the use of Ken- 
tucky Bluegrass are many, the most important of which is its susceptibility to leaf 
spot disease from which it often collapses in cool, wet, spring weather. Many Blue- 
grass lawns were severely damaged by this disease in the springs of 1952 and 1953. 
Bluegrass weakened by attacks of leaf spot readily falls prey to crab grass and weeds. 
One has only to compare the performance of individual grasses in our turf garden to 
properly appraise the value of lawn seed mixtures, made with the proper component 
varieties. To maintain the small percentage of Kentucky Bluegrass which WEST- 
CHESTER GREEN has always contained, we have again been forced to advance 
pace to the extent of our increased cost. With lawn seed prices on a terrific plateau, 

uyers should observe their conditions carefully before selecting seed for making a new 
lawn or renovating an old one. 


Good seed is only one important ingredient of a fine lawn. Proper soil pre- 
paration, drainage, adequate plant food, lime, sunlight, moisture, good seed and 
intelligent management are among the more important factors to lawn success. The 
finest lawn seed mixture in the world cannot compensate for failure to correct or modify 
a poor physical soil condition, dense shade, poor drainage, etc. We know some folks 
buy good seed year after year and plant it in a hopelessly shaded lawn or on compacted 
clay soil where it never could hope to become established. 


Analyze your condition. If soil, sunlight, drainage and your own willingness 
appear favorable, plant WESTCHESTER GREEN. If only minimum soil modification 
is required as was the case when we planted our WESTCHESTER GREEN lawn here 
at our store, by all means make the necessary soil corrections. We have never added one 
ounce of seed to our lawn here since it was planted in October 1946. 


There are no miracle or fool-proof grasses. Only rarely is an individual variety 
of grass likely to result in a beautiful lawn in this portion of the country. Lawn grasses 
have different likes with respect to soil and temperature. The Red Fescues can be beautiful 
indeed, in spring and fall. They might easily look moth-eaten in July and August 
humidity. Kentucky Bluegrass may look perfect in March only to collapse with leaf spot 
in April. Meyer Zoysia or U-3 Bermuda would be perfect in July and August but appear 
as dead straw in the northeast from October till May. The Colonial Bents are perhaps 
the best universal grasses especially in the northeast, but they too are occasionally subject 
to disease in unfavorable summer weather. Properly blended mixtures bring out the 
good points of each and tend to minimize their weakness. 


The success of any lawn will depend primarily upon proper attention to soil 
preparation and good management after the lawn is established. Good management of 
the established lawn will include some form of cultivation, such as aerification with 
power or hand tools. If unfavorable factors have been corrected, good seed, adequate 
fertilizer and lime used, and the lawn is still a mess, there must be some other expla- 
nation. Sometimes on problem lawns, temporary or special purpose grasses may be the 
answer. Listed among our various mixtures will be found virtually every permanent 
and special purpose type of grass capable of producing turf in any situation where grass 
may be expected to grow.

Aside from 
ines initial irrigation to promote quick germination, it should never 
be necessary to irrigate, except during long drought periods. 
It should not be cut lower than 114 to 2 inches. Here is the 
ideal formula for the back yard lawn. Composed of 50% Tall 
Fescue, (not to be confused with fine-leafed Red Pescue); 
30% Perennial Ryegrass; 10% Kentucky Bluegrass and 10% 


Chewings Red Fescue. 
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MERION BLUEGRASS 


Best and most widely adapted of the newer strains of turf grasses. Not a miracle grass 
but so superior to ordinary Kentucky Bluegrass, they almost appear unrelated when 
planted side by side. MERION is virtually immune to leaf spot diseases which so often 
injures Kentucky Bluegrass severely in cool, wet weather. 


We cannot subscribe to some of the extremely low planting rates of MERION often 
recommended for the home lawn. While eventually being capable of producing a 
fine lawn when planted at only one pound per 1000 square feet, few home owners 
are willing to wait for its slow development as it is a slow starter. We urge its use 
only on new lawn plantings and the seeding rate should be 21/, lbs. per 1000 square 
feet. MERION should only be planted in fertile, well-limed soil in full sunlight. 
Unless prepared to provide proper soil and fertility requirements, do not plant it. 


MERION has consistently been the best all-season grass in our turf garden for the 
past five years. It will do equally well for you if your situation justifies using this 
sun-loving variety which deserves the best and most fertile of soils. 


Lawn Seeds 


FOR THE TEMPORARY LAWN 


A mixture composed of Tall Fescue and Ryegrass, intended primarily for one season 
use. Especially good for late spring seeding on soils known to be weed _ infested. 
Makes an excellent soil building crop for turning under in early fall or provides a 
good base for the planting of permanent grasses in the early fall when aerified and 
spiked to provide a good seed bed. In the meantime it makes a pleasing one-season 


Jawn which should be cut and managed the same as the permanent lawn. 
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MEYER ZOYSIA 


Perhaps the most publicized of all the newer grasses, the subject of wide interest and 
some controversy. Unlike the cool season grasses normally planted in the north, 
MEYER ZOYSIA is at its best in mid-summer heat and humidity, when cool season 
grasses sometimes collapse. In the mid-south it has been successfully combined with 
MERION BLUEGRASS to form beautiful all-season turf. There are numerous beau- 
tiful lawns of this combination in Baltimore and Washington, D. C. With the possible 
exception of the south shore of Long Island and the Jersey sea coast, it is dubious if 
MEYER ZOYSIA and Merion Bluegrass will prove compatable in this general area. 
To the person whose primary concern is a beautiful lawn during mid-summer heat, 
MEYER ZOYSIA is the answer. It is the complete master of crab grass, insects and 
disease, but it will be brown and straw-colored from the first heavy frost of fall until 
the return of warm weather in late April or May. It may winter-kill if subjected to 


much traffic in winter. 


MEYER ZOYSIA is planted only from plugs and no seed is available. Plugs should 
be planted in the New York area from mid-May to early August. Runners spread 
quite rapidly when planted at this time but two inch plugs planted on six inch centers 
may require two years to close into a tight, dense turf. The MEYER ZOYSIA plugs 
we offer for sale are nursery grown in specially prepared, sterilized soil and are cut 


from three year old sod. These plugs should not be confused with spring grown stolons.
